Tl  1  IS  collection  ot  early  blue  Staffordshire  w  are  and  Currier 
CT  Ives  lithographs  will  make  a  special  appeal  to  collectors 
ot  Americana  in  these  media,  for  the  reason  that,  not  since 
the  dispersal  ot  the  George  Kellogg  collection  in  192;  and  the 
Alexander  Hudnut  collection  in  1926,  has  it  been  our  privilege  to 
otter  such  fine  specimens  at  auction.  Mrs.  Tomlinson,  in  forming 
this  collection,  w  as  fortunate  in  having  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
her  husband,  the  late  John  Canfield  Tomlinson,  an  acknowledged 
authority  in  these  lields,  and  we  may  observe  here  a  painstaking  selec- 
tivity exercised  over  a  period  of  twenty-five  years. 

Almost  all  the  specimens  of  early  Staffordshire  w  are  are  in  proof 
condition  and  they  include  numerous  choice  and  rare  pieces,  consti- 
tuting in  the  aggregate  a  fascinating  pictorial  record  ot  the  cultural 
activities  and  historical  events  in  America,  with  especial  emphasis  on 
New  York  and  vicinity.
